The arms are those of Nelson as Viscount, with his motto 
“ Palmam qui meruit ferat ’’ and encircled by the collar of the 
Order of the Bath. On the lid are the ‘San Josef” crest with 
the motto “ Faith & Works”, and two coronets having the 
Star of the Order of the Bath between them. 


John Julius Angerstein is well-known as the owner of the fine 
collection of pictures which formed the nucleus of the National 
Gallery. 


By the same maker, Daniel Pontifex, and of the same year, are 
the two tea caddies formerly belonging to Lord Nelson, which 
fetched £170 in the F. A. Crisp sale, Sotheby’s, Mar. 28, 1935. 


Probably these caddies also formed part of Lloyds’ gift to Nelson. 


Lloyds Coffee House also gave a present to every wounded officer 
and sailor present at the battle of Copenhagen ; we may be sure 
that if they had not done so, Nelson would never have accepted 
their gift. He bitterly resented the omission of the City of 
London to pass a vote of thanks to the fleet, wrote a scathing 
letter on the subject to the Lord Mayor and refused in the 
following year to accept a personal vote of thanks or to attend 
the Lord Mayor’s banquet. (See The Despatches and Letters of 
. . . Nelson, edited by Sir N. H. Nicolas, vol. 4, 1845, pp. 415 
and 524, and vol. 5, pp. 17 and 33.)
